MC  TO  HAVE  DRAFT 
DEFERMENT  TEST  JUNE  BO 

CLINTON,  Mis*.,  June  16— Forty-one 
college  students  took  the  Selective  Ser¬ 
vice  College  qualifications  Test  admin¬ 
istered  at  Mississippi  College  in  Clinton, 
Saturday,  June  16.  ' 

The  test  is  sometimes  called  the  "Draft 
Deferment  Test.”  CoUege  students  who 
are  subject  to  the  draft  may,  by  taking 
and  passing  this  test,  be  deferred  from 
induction  into  the  armed  forces.  The  test 
score  of  each  student  who  takes  the  test 
is  reported  to  the  student’s  respective 
draft  board,  and  constitutes  evidence, 
if  the  individual  makes  a  satisfactory 
grade,  of  his  aptitude  for  continued  col¬ 
lege  work.  He  may  thus  be  deferred  by 
the  draft  board  in  order  to  continue  in 
college — either  undergraduate  or  gradu¬ 
ate. 

The  Selective  Service  College  Qualifi¬ 
cation  Test  will  be  given  again  on  Sat¬ 
urday,  June  30,  and  possibly  at  other 
dates  to  be  scheduled  later.  College  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  applied  for  the  test  and 
who  were  not  assigned  to  take  the  test 
Tune  16  or  May  26  will  thus  still  have 
i  chance  to  be  assigned  for  taking  the 
test.  High  school  graduates  and  others 
who  are  candidates  for  admission  to  their 
first  year  of  college  will  not  be  eligible 
to  take  the  test  until  they  have  entered 
upon  their  first  year  of  college  work. 
The  first  year  of  college  work  may  be 
begun,  however,  during  the  summer 
school.

He  was  almost  quoting  David’s 
beautiful  Psalm,  “When  1  walk  through 
the  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of  Death.”  One

Eternity  is  out  yonder  on  the  other  and  position 
aide.

You  remember  Christ 
was  forever  talking  about,  “You  keep 
the  outside  of  the  platter  clean,  but  the 
Inside  ©f  it— you  Pharisees,  you  hypo¬ 
crites,  you  whited  sepulchres,  white 
washed  on  the  outside,  but  the  inside  of  T 
It  is  the  important  part.  As  a  man  think- 
eth  in  his  heart  so  is  he.  Out  of  the 
heart  are  the  issues  of  life.”  Some  day 
we’ll  understand  that  the  most  important 
things  are  the  invisible  things  of  life. 

Not  the  tangible  and  the  touchable 
things  of  life,  but  those  that  we  cannot 
handle  with  our  hands  and  cannot  see 
with  our  eyes.  There  is  nothing  more 
real  than  love  and  hatred,  jealousy  and 
anvy,  fear  and  courage,  these  invisible 
feings,  these  inside  things  of  life. 

There  is  nothing  more  important  than 
Ihe  thought  that  we  think,  than  the 
meditations  ef  our  hearts,  than  the 
things  that  we  allow  our  minds  te  dwell 
upon,  dream  about.  We  become  these 
things.

Involuntarily  out  ef  this  thing  that 
Jesus  called  our  hearts,  come  the  is¬ 
sues  of  life,  the  determining  factors  ef 
life.  Nor  is  it  only  true  ef  us  as  in¬ 
dividuals,  it's  just  as  true  ef  nations, 
and  it  would  be  well  for  us  te  think  about 
eur  own  for  a  moment  for  this  gospel  ef 
Jesus  Christ  has  a  message  for  that. 

Macaulay  the  great  historian  of  the 
nations  didn’t  like  Thomas  Jefferson 
and  his  policies  and  his  plans  and  his 
ideals.  So  ht  wrote  about  the  United 
8tates  of  America:  "It  cannot  possibly 
last,  this  United  States  af  America. 

Some  strong  nation  will  over -run  it  from 
without,  or  it  will  be  over -run  from  with- 
ta>.  If  I  turned  prophet  for  once  I  would 
say  that  any  nation  that  ever  attacks 
Hie  United  States  of  America  from  with¬ 
out  will  get  whipped.  I’ve  an  idea  that 
they  will  have  such  a  unity  of  spirit 
When  it  comes  to  fighting  an  external 
toe  that  nobody  would  ever  conquer 
them. 

"But  this  will  not  mean  they  will 
last.  It  only  defers  the  fall.  The  fall 
will  come  from  within.  Groups  of  peo¬ 
ple  with  avarice,  selfishness,  greed  for 


idology  af  Communism.  Ha  had  navar 
soon  these  things,  but  ha  knew  the  dead- 
|y  poison  of  solfishnoss  and  grood  snd 
avarice  and  anvy,  the  cardinal  sins  that 
grew  sa  naturally  in  the  hearts  of  man. 
Hera  my  brethren,  are  the  real  enemies 
af  America — end  the  defense?  Th*  gov 
pal  af  Jesus,  the  power  af  God  unto  sal¬ 
vation— "The  Blood  af  Jesus  Christ 
cleanseth  from  all  sin." 

Well,  listen  to  Eric  Johnson,  past  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  the  high¬ 
est  paid  man  in  America  when  he  was 
at  the  head  of  all  the  movie  industries. 
Eric  Johnson  said  not  so  very  long  ago: 
“When  the  last  war  was  over,  America 
sat  on  the  top  of  the  world  with  all  the 
gold  and  the  prestige  and  the  power 
and  influence,  but  America 
was  unhappy  about  the  kind  of  a  world 
in  which  we  Uve  and  so  we  said  to 
each  other,  We’U  change  it.  Money  can 
do  almost  anything.  We’ll  change  it. 
We’ll  work  out  a  Marshall  Plan,  and 
we’ll  buy  the  good  will  of  the  rest  of 
the  werld.’  ” 

“Oh,  we  didn’t  say  it  quite  that  boldly, 
but  that’s  what  we  meant.  And  we 
started  out  to  set  this  world  up  like  we 
thought  it  ought  to  be.  On  the  other  side 
of  the  world  there  was  another  nation, 
Russia,  who  wanted  to  change  the  world, 
too.  They  did  not  like  it  as  it  was.  They 
wanted  to  change  it,  and  rule  it  them¬ 
selves, 

or  the  gold  so  they  sent  out  their  emis¬ 
saries  with  one  word,  the  word  Corn- 
brother,’  in  our  own  language, 
and  on  the  lips  of  every  one  of  them 
it  was  a  lie.  But  even  with  the  lies  that 
word  ‘brother’  and  a  smile  and  an  out¬ 
stretched  hand  has  accomplished  more 
than  America  has  with  her  gifts  of  gold.” 

Then  Eric  Johnson  stopped  and  looked 
at  the  five  or  six  hundred  men  before 
him  and  repeated  quitely  this  sentence:

is  giving,  not  taking,  where  he  wants  to  be 
the  servant,  where  he’s  learned  the 
grand  and  beautiful  lesson  of  Grace. 

But  whan  I  think  of  it  in  those  terms 
I  think  of  what  Dr.  Lindsey,  that  great 
preacher  from  Boston  said  about  Grace: 

"The  best  working  definition  I  ever 
found  of  grace  is  something  you  need, 
but  do  not  deserve." 

I’m  proud  of  this  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  that  challenges  me  to  live  on  that 
level  of  grace,  that  highest  level.  Did 
you  ever  realize  how  much  of  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  Jesus,  are  about  grace?  What 
are  the  two  most  beautiful  stories  Jesus 
ever  told? 

One  is  the  story  of  that  Prodigal  Son. 

You  remember  what  the  boy  was  going 
to  say  when  he  came  home.  He  was 
who  wanted  to  change  the  world,  going  to  say.  "Father,  make  me  as  one 

"  of  the  hired  servants.  I  no  longer  do 
servo  to  be  called  thy  son."  Suppose 
but  they  did  not  have  the  wealth  the  father  had  done  that?  And  made 

him  one  of  the  hired  servants  because 
be  didn’t  deserve  to  be  called  his  son. 

Well,  then  the  prodigal  story  would 
never  have  been  written.  It  wouldn’t 
have  been  worth  telling.  It’s  built  around 
that  great,  glorious  center,  Grace, 

Grace.  That  father  gave  him  what  he 
needed,  not  what  he  deserved.  And  I 
imagine  the  sweetest  thing  the  boy  ever 
heard  were  the  words  of  the  father 
addressing  the  servants.  "This  is  my 
son,  my  son." 

And  the  second  greatest  story  Christ 
over  told  and  that  over  was  told,  is  the 
story  of  the  Samaritan.  You  know,  a 
Jew  lust  gathered  up  his  robes  when  a  for  us 
Samaritan  came  by  and  stopped  just 
as  for  a  way  from  him  as  ho  could  and 
spot  in  the  general  direction  of  the  Sa-  Music 
maritan.  But  it's  a  Jewish  man  that's 
wounded,  and  a  Samaritan  Is  coming 
down  the  road  and  that  Road  of  Jericho 
goes  'round  the  world,  beloved,  it  doesn't 
stop  at  Jericho,  it  goes  'round  the  world' 
today. 

So  be  comes  down,  this  Samaritan  does 
and  ministers  to  the  Jew.  Gives  him 
what  he  deserves?  No,  gives  him  what 
he  needs.  The  story  hinges  on  grace  and 
that  high  level  of  not  slapping  back 
when  you’re  slapped,  turning  the  other 
cheek  and  going  the  Second  Mile,  try¬ 
ing  to  be  perfect,  climbing  up  above  the 
level  of  instinct  and  up  above  the  level 
ef  the  law  and  into  that  glorious  sun¬ 
shine  ef  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
which  I’m  proud.

N.  C.  Baptist  Plan 
Rural  Church 

RALEIGH,  N.  C.  — (RNS>—  A  full- 
scale  rural  church  development  program 
•ill  be  inaugurated  July  1  by  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

Plans  for  the  program  were  laid  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Convention’s  rural 
church  advisory  committee  here.  Df. 
Henry  Walden,  who  has  been  teaching 
courses  in  rural  church  administration 
and  development  at  Wake  Forest  Col¬ 
lege,  was  named  full-time  director  of 
the  program.  He  has  been  surveying 
the  rural  church  field  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina  for  some  time. 

A  committee  report  said  there  are 
wore  than  2,600  Baptist  church**  in 
North  Carolina,  and  about  *0%  of  them 
are  in  rural  areas  or  in  villages  of  un¬ 
der  1,000  population.  Members  of  the 
churches  in  these  areas  make  up  some 
M%  of  the  Baptist  population  of  the 
state. 

The  committee  appointed  an  advisory 
group  of  ministers  to  assist  in  the 
work.  This  group  has  approved  a  pro¬ 
gram  which  includes:  a  resident  pastor 
•«  every  rural  field;  a  full-time  pro¬ 
gram  with  a  full-time  pastor  for  all 
churches;  and  the  development  of  ade¬ 
quate  buildings,  grounds,  cemeteries, 
hbraries,  and  other  facilities.

Liquor  And  Korea 

In  response  to  numerous  protests  ths 
U.  S.  Army  discontinued  the  ration  of 
free  beer  to  soldiers  in  Korea.  Instead, 
it  permits  the  distribution  of  beer  at 
Post  Exchanges.  The  cost  in  financed 
from  Post  Exchange  profits  and  not 
from  the  pockets  of  American  taxpayers 
back  home.  Thus  the  U.  S.  Army  in¬ 
creases  the  profits  of  America 
breweries. 

Is  this  arrangement  really  lawful? 
The  Act  of  February  2,  1901,  Section  3S, 
“prohibits  the  sale  of  or  dealing  in  beer, 
wine,  or  any  intoxicating  liquors  by  any 
person  in  any  post  exchange  or  canteen 
or  army  transport  or  upon  any  premises 
used  for  military  purposes  by  the  United 
States.” 

The  irony  of  serving  beer  in  Korea 
is  that  the  original  cause  of  the  war  in 
Korea  may  possibly  go  back  to  tha 
liquor  drinking  by  the  enormous  staffs 
of  President  Roosevelt  and  Dictator 
Stalin  at  the  famous  Yalta  Conference 
in  1944-1945.  Intimations  of  this  are  seen 
in  the  following  quotation  from  an  ad¬ 
dress  by  Dr.  C.  R.  Hooton  of  the  Metho¬

FAIRHAVEN,  Mass  — (RNS)— A  long- 
established  custom  of  holding  Fair- 
haven  High  School’s  baccalaureate  ex¬ 
ercises  in  Unitarian  Memorial  Church 
has  been  abandoned  by  the  local  school 
committee. 

Last  year,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Lyons, 
SS  CC.,  pastor  of  St.  Joseph  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  protested  against  use 
of  the  Unitarian  church  for  the  ex¬ 
ercises. 

Father  Lyons  made  his  protest  prior 
to  last  year’s  graduation  but  the  school 
committee  decided  that  the  service 
would  be  held  as  scheduled. 

However,  the  exercises  were  attended 
by  only  47  of  the  108  members  of  the 
graduating  class.  Absence  of  more  than 
half  the  senior  class  was  attributed  to 
the  pr Mat's  request  that  Catholic  stu¬ 
dents  refrain  from  attending  the  cere¬ 
monies. 

Waldo  E.  Haydoo,  chairman  of  the 
school  committee,  said  the  baccalaure¬ 
ate  services  were  held  in  the  Unitarian 
church  in  deference  to  Henry  Huttlea- 
ton  Rogers,  Fairhaven’s  benefactor.  Mr. 
Rogers,  the  late  oil  tycoon,  built  tbe 
Unitarian  church,  which  be  attended, 
and  donated  the  high  school,  town  hall 
and  a  hotel  to  the  community.
